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About This Overview 


Purpose

General Information 


The Library Overview is a guide to the documents and documentation aids available to 
users of the Unisys Operating System/3 (OS/3).

1.2. How the Lists are Organized 


This overview consists of two major lists. Both lists provide the titles, document 
numbers, and page counts of the OS/3 documents, including any available update 
packages. 


Section 2 lists the documents alphabetically by title. This section also contains a peek. 
description of the contents of each item. 


Section 3 presents a numerical listing. This section organizes the documents in 
ascending numerical sequence in the following order: 
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UD1- This prefix precedes document numbers for coding forms, 
flowchart templates, and similar items. 


UP- This prefix precedes many of the document numbers for 
system software and hardware manuals. 


Form No. Form numbers are 7-digit numbers that are assigned to some 
of the OS/3 documents, including many of the specification 
sheets. 


Doc. No. Document numbers are 11-digit numbers that are assigned to 
the most recent documents created for the OS/3 library. These 
numbers consist of an 8-digit number with a 3-digit numerical 
suffix that denotes the update or revision level.

1.4. Document Numbering Changes

Unisys now uses an 11-digit number to identify documentation. All new OS/3 
documents are created with this 11-digit document number. An existing document will 


be assigned an 11-digit number — replacing the current UP or form number — when the 
document is revised. 


During this transition, you may find that a manual is referenced by more than one 
number. 


For example, many of the existing OS/3 manuals reference other documents, and not 
all these references will reflect recently assigned numbers. In addition, some manuals 
may reference a new 11-digit document number that is not yet available. 


As individual manuals are revised, any references they contain to other document 
numbers will be updated. In the meantime, the list at the end of this section provides 


a cross-reference between old UP numbers and recently assigned 11-digit document 
numbers, 


It is also important to note that this Library Overview lists the OS/3 documents by the 


number and revision level that is currently available and appropriate for your release 
level.
